A North/South alley between Calhoun and Harrison, and 
extending from Wallace to the first East/West alley 
north. 


Neal Nagel, representing BTS Realty Inc, the petitioner appeared 
before the Commission. Mr. Nagel stated that currently the 
property to the east of the requested vacation is blocked off so 
that the only ingress/egress if from Calhoun Street. He stated 
they have the southern end of the alley blocked off in order to 
curtail theft. He stated they want to take down the fencing and 
open up the whole area and put a gate across the alley at the 
south end and fence the north end of the alley. He stated in 
that way they could contain everything within that perimeter. Не 
stated they would do so by landscaping with railroad ties and 
landscape with planters approximately 2 1/2 to 3 feet high. He 
stated that they want it large enough to foot traffic but to 
prohibit car traffic. Не stated also they would be able to allow 
traffic to use Wallace Street as well as Calhoun Street by 
opening up the area. 


Mel Smith questioned how many homes abutted the alley. 


Mr. Nagel stated that the petitioner owns all of the property 
there are no homes abutting this portion cf alley. 


Mel Smith questioned if vacated what type of security lighting 
would they be using. 


Mr. Nagel stated that currently part of lot has outdoor security 
lighting which was put up by Shambaugh - decorative. He stated 
at this time they are working with I&M on the cost to bury all of 
the overhead lines in the alley and then they are putting up 
additional poles so that the whole lot will be lit with the same 
outdoor lighting that is there presently and also to increase the 
wattage in the lower levels light, most of them presently are 
just upper level lights. 


Baron Biedenweg questioned if the closure of the alley affected 
the businesses to the north. 


Neal Nagel stated no not in anyway. He stated that they never 
use this alley. He stated they are the only ones that use the 
alley. He stated tnat they have a cleanup shop that is on 
Harrison that has an outlet onto that alley and they use the 
alley for the cleanup shop. 


Herman Friedrich questioned if they were going to run traffic out 
of the north end of the property. 

Mr. Nagel stated that what they want to do is to close off the 
north end of the alley with fencing and put a gate on the south. 
He stated that by vacating the alley they could take down the 
fencing on the perimeter of the alley which now exists and open 
it up allowing traffic to use Wallace as well as Calhoun Street 
for access. 


Harold Morthorst, ,811 ‘Old Farm Circle, representing the St. 
Vincent's DePaul Store appeared before the Commission. Mr. 
Morthorst stated that they did not have any opposition but he 
wanted to be clear as to where the traffic is going to go in the 
alley. Не questioned whether they would get any ingress/egress 
from the north end of the alley. Не questioned what was going to 
Ei Cds to the alley that runs east and west just south of Grand 
venue.

Steve Smith questioned if they would prefer this alley stay open 
or be vacated. 


Mr. Morthorst stated they wanted to know that there was not going 


to be,a big influx of traffic in the alley between their 
warehouse and the store. 


Steve Smith stated he (Mr. Morhorst) was concerned about the 
north/south alley - north of the point that they want to close is 
what they are concerned about. 


Mr. Morthorst stated that was correct. 


Dick Bean, 1345 W. Sherwood Terrace appeared before the 
Commission representing the St. Vincent's Depaul Store. He 
stated that he was concerned about traffic coming through the 
alley to the north of their request. He stated that if this 
would not increase the traffic he would not be against the 
vacation. 


Neal Nagel stated that they are fencing the north end of the 
alley and it would be impossible for any traffic to go to the 
north. He stated they want to force all the traffic to tne 
south. 


Janet Bradbury questioned since they already own the property 
that abuts Wallace Street why do they not simply take the guard 
rail down that prohibits traffic from using Wallace for access. 


Neal Nagel stated that the guard rail was there for security 
reasons in order to prevent theft, not to prevent traffic flow. 
He stated that what they want to do, by vacating, is secure the 
perimeter with landscaping and then use the properties on both 
sides of the alley as one lot and just secure the perimeter. He 
stated at night they would have a gate at the southern end that 
would be closed. 


There was no one present who wished to speak in favor of or in 
opposition to the proposed vacation.
